.B. C. Benedict, banker and yachtsman, - 
died last night in his eighty-seventh 
year at his home, Indian Harbor, Green- 
wich, Conn.

PARIS, Nov. 23.—Most of the 200,- 
000,000 francs in gold paid monthly 
to Germany by Frange, under the 
Spa coal agreement, since last July 
has been diverted to propaganda pur- 
poses and to pay British creditors,

These payments, made in return for 
deliveries of promised coal; ‘it was 
agreed by Germany would be used 
to buy food to ameliorate the tondi-- 
tions of the coal miners, so that they 
could be physically able ‘to mairitain 
the output, and also to buy gaw ma- 
terials.

In. the South, where there was 
decided opposition fo the Léague, ‘they 
voted the Democratic ticket.. .And- as 
far -as the Leagueof Nations was con- 
cérned in the ‘North, the voting was 
with equal. or even greater “preponder- 
ance in favor of the Republican ticket, 
and, of course, many men voted. thus 
who were in favor of the League. 

“With ‘them it became’ simply a ques- 
tion of supporting the Republican - or 
Democratic Party. So you can’t say that 
there Was a preponderance of votes 
against the League of Nations,”” ; 

Governor Coolidge said that although 
he dig not know ‘ what is in the mind 
of Senator Harding '’ except-what he 
had gathered from his speeches in re- 
gard to the League, he did know that 
the League brought back by President 
Wilson was.“ dead.’””

DUBLIN, Nov. 23.—An amazing fight 
in a guardroom at Dublin Castle bé- 
tween three Sinn Fein prisoners and 
their custodians occurred -on Monday 
morning. From the official story it ap- 
pears that the prisoners were trying to 
escape. Bombs and rifles were used, 
tables and beds were utilized’ as coyer, 
and in the end the three men- were shot 
dead by a guard official. 

The report issued from Dublin Caste 
reads :; | 
** At. about 11 o’clock yesterday Rich- } 
ard McKee, T. C. Clume and Peter Clan- 
cy were killed in attempting to escape ; 
from the Exchange Court, Dublin, where ! 
they were in police custody. These men 
were arrested On Saturday night, but 
owing to the fact that prison accommo- 
dations were crowded they were de- 
tained in the guard room adjoining the 
entrance to Dublin: Castle, which they 
shared with a guard of four men. The 
room contains a large quantity of army 
material and equipment, mattresses in 
pifes, beds, tables and benches, rifles, 
ammunition,-&c. _

“The prisoners were allowed ~consid-. 





seated around a fire. At the Momiént of 
their attempted escape the guard on 
duty had. his back to them, while two 
men’ .who were off. duty were sitting 
reading. “The commander of.the guard 
was in the doofway of the pussage. 
Most of the garrison at the’ bujiding 
were out on duty, and this niust have 
been evident to the prisoners, as the 
only exit from the building is i ans 
this room. 

“The three prisoners suddenly Arose 
to their_feet and the sentry turned 
round. on hearing the noise. One of the 
prisoners: had a Mills bomb in his Hand, 
which he had abstracted from a box of 
bombs under a bed. This he threw at 
the sentry. ‘The bomb did not explode, 
because, unknown ‘to the prisoners, none 
of the bombs had been detonated. 

“The sentry jumped to one side and 
the prisoner, throwing a second bomb, 
dashed behind a pile of mattresses when 
the sentry fired. One of the- prisoners 
meanwhile had seized a rifle and fired 
at other members of the guard. Both 
ducked behind a table, which was upset, 
and the shot lodged in a wall. 

‘* Then a prisoner lifted a shovel lying 
near the gate and aimed a blow at the 
men .who.- crouched behind the over- 
turned table. The shovel crashed into 
the furniture; but missed the men, and 
the commander of the guard, hearing 
the firing at this moment, rushed into 
the room and fired. This sudden diver« 
sion enabled both soldiers to rise, and, 
firing together, the second and -third 
prisoners fell simultaneously. : 

“The whole affair only lasted a few 
seconds. It is presumed that ‘the pris- 
foners, who had seen all the movements 
of the garrison since Saturday night, 
observed that at 11 o'clock most of the 
nién were out on duty and they were

RELICS ARE BURNED} 


Henry Ward Beecher Manu- 
scripts. Lost in Flames That 
Menace Historic Edifice. 


Midnight Fire Starts in Sunday 
_ Schoohand Threaten ‘Church 
Despite Three Alarms. 


Manuscripts and -mementoes writtert | - 
and collected. by Henry Ward . Beecher 
during his ‘pastorate of Plymouth 
Church, _ Brooklyn,“ one of-‘the most 
famous church edifices in ‘the United 
States, were destroyed early this morn- 
ing when flames swevt the church. At 
2:30 o’clock this morning with a great 
force of fire-fighting apparatus called 
from all parts of Brooklyn to combat the 
fire, working at top speed, it appeared 
that Plymouth Church was doomed, but 
a half hour later the fire’ was under 
control .and: had not reached” the main 
building.

THEATRE TICKETS AGAIN, 
The parallel which an amiable cor- 
respondent draws between theatre 
tickets and Sunday. newspapers pri, 
something short of, being deadly. © 
point of fact, it affords’a bright be 
shining exit from‘ the lethal chamber. 
It is indeed true that “if one goes to 
* @ theatre -box office he can secure 
“the best ticket available at the. reg- 
*‘ ular price, just as he can get a copy 
‘* of a Sunday newspaper at its busi- 
** ness office for the regular price '’; 
}but until the trusting ct has pur- 
‘chiased ‘' the best ticket available ” 
the box office he has an imperfect 


‘tecomprehension’ of how many rows of 


seats there are on the floor of a 
theatre. “No one is obliged to read 
his Sunday paper with’a telescope. 

The more one knows about the busi- 
ness of the theatre, however, the less 
one is inclined to feel outraged. by the 
price of tickets, or to hope for.a rem- 
edy. The legitimate ticket agents, as 
distinguished from the specniators, 
renuer a genuine service for a. fee 
which is not really exorbitant. If they 
aid not do this, people would soon 
lcease to patronize. them. The major- 
ity of theatregoers simply will< not 
stand in liné at the box office for 
tickets, or plan their amusements far 
enough ahead to make the box office 
a feasible means of distribution... They 
prefer to telephone a club or an agent 
with whom they run an account,’ or 
to take counsel in person with the 
genius of the local hotel, stand.. The 
real grievance of the public that wants 
to buy at the box’ office is not so 
much against the managers and the 
agents as against that other public 
which postpones the choice of play till 
a. few hours before the curtain rises 
and is- then willing to pay, as the 
French politely phrase it, ‘ through 
the nose.” 

In point of fact, the more sensible 
managers resent the ticket agent, and 
especially’ the -ticket. speculator, as 
bitterly as the public does. The repu- 
tation of their theatres is a large part 
fof their stock in trade, and the ob- 
vious tendency of the prevailing sys- 
tem is to limit théir patrons. to the 
single class, which is by no means a 
large class, of the abundantly well-to- 
do. For every ddllar that they gain 


{through their arrangement with the 


agent they, lose many miore through 
the alienation of those who are less 
well-to-do, or Jess. willing to pay. 
When a production ts very successful 
the loss is perhaps negligible, but a 
majority of plays have to struggle for 
their lives, and In thé case of these the 
fact that the theatre has no loyal and 
steady clientele is often .a decisive 
handicap. And such is the perversity 
of the playgoer that when he fimds 
that he can get good seats at the box 
office he too often decides that they 
must be dear at any price. Most of 
all, the system works against plays 
of the rarer and more artistic sort. 
If produced in a theatre having a 
large and loyal clientele, such plays 
would often succeed where they fail 
under the present system precisely 
because they are beyond the scope of 
the sensation-loving hotel and agency 
public. 

There is another.gap in our cor- 
respondent's reasoning which is less 
obvious but perhaps more important, 
The supply of tickets for any play, or 
for seats in any portion of the theatre, 
is strictly limited, but the editions of 
a newspaper can be enlarged or con- 
tracted at will. In other words, 
tickets for a successful play d 
a scarcity value, and the attempt to 
regulate their price by law is an at- 
tempt to check the forces of demand 
and supply.. Many years of agitation 
and much well intended legislation 
have failed to accomplish that.

In the 
last two years, farming, which about} 
600 homeless boys vsed to take up 
every year, has lost something of its 
attraction. The society still builds up 
at its Farm for Boys young’ convales- 
cents and anaeémics.from the schools. 
In the last year over 2,200 homeless 
boys were enlisted in the army and 
navy through the good offices of the 
Brace. Memorial Newsboys’. House. 
Most‘ of these are of foreign parentage, 
many of them aliens. Left to their 
own devices, they were just the stuff 
of anarchists, the destined victims of 
Red propaganda. . 

This one service to good citizenship 
is enough to honor the society. It is 
doing many others, It establishes boys’ 
clubs. It places children in families 
that will be kind to them. It super- 
vises childrén. It takes care of found- 
lings and deserted babies. It builds up 
the health of ill-nourished children, 
looks after them, educates them In day 
schools, in many cases. educates their 
parénts, sends mothers and children 
on excursions and to Summer homes, 
maintains a Convalescent Children’s 
Home at. Chappaqua, does a world of 
work for the public health and wel- 
fare. Its labors are for the public 
benefit. The public should continue 
generously to support it. 








COMPULSORY LABOR IN BULGARIA. 

The world is now fairly familiar 
with compulsory labor in Russia, that 
paradise of the proletariat. One of 
the articles of the Soviet, Constitution 
states that ‘* universa] “compulsory 
labor is decreéd."” This is ‘in order 
** to annihilate the parasitic classes of 
**‘gociety.’’ In practice, of course, the 
plan has been operated so as to create 
new parasites and tyrants,.by making 
workmen slaves. Of a different order 
is the legislation recently enacted in 
Bulgaria. ‘There the design is to make 
compulsory labor take the place of 
compulsory military service.. Able- 
bodied citizens over 20. (girls over 16) 
are required to give one year’s labor 
to the: community. 

The text of this Bulgarian law, 
with an explanation of .its: motives, is 
given’ in one of the latest reports of 
the International Labor Office. The 
purpose was, in part, to meet a practi- 
cal emergency, in part educational. A 
vast amount of public work needg.to 
be done in Bulgaria—both repair and 
enlargement of roads, canals, rall- 
ways, dams, water-works, &c. Com- 
pulsory work on. such projects for 
twelve months would mean, it is be- 
lieved, a great gain for the nation. 
And, incidentally, the workers would 
receive a valuable education as me- 
chanics, engineers, managers, and so 
on. ‘The compulsory work of giris 
and women would be almost wholly in 
their “homes, where those who, need 
it will be taught the crafts appropri- 
ate to their sex. The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment estimates. - that the act 
(which, of. course, provides for many 
exemptions) will apply to’ 40,000 men 

The law came into effect on. June 5, 
1920. Thus far, it has been put in 
force in’ only two districts in -Bul- 
garia, though it is expected to be ex- 
tended rapidly to the rest of the coun-

thé way the money was made—that 
would be comprehensible, though cer- 
tainly it has not happened often. But, 
so far as has been revealed, CHarsk 
GARLAND of Boston ascribes no special

He thinks private property is the main 
cause of the world’s unrest and unhap- 
piness. Therein he is not alone, of 
course, but few of the other people who

Among the ‘other reasons offered by 
Mr. GARLAND for the course hé takes are 
that he did nothing to earn the money, 
that its possession would impose on him 
responsibilities he does not care to bear 
and that he was not asked whether he 
wanted those responsibilities or not. He 
forgets, apparently, that he cannot es- 
cape, by refusing the million, all re- 
sponsibility for what is done with it;

‘* Further. than that, the treaties give 
us the right as a protecting Power to 
proffer well-founded advice upon the 
gravity of'an act which might give Ger- 
many occasion to-intervene directly or 
indirectly in, Bastern affairs.” 

The Premier said he wished to con- 
Sider a definite course in the matter in 
complete accord with Great Britain. 

When the two Premiers meet in Lon- 
don, besides discussing Constantine's 
return they will také up other Near 
Eastern questions, including possible 
changes in the Turkish Peace Treaty at 
the expense of Greece, 

Another subject to be discussed by the 
Premiers will be the question ‘whether 
all persons born in Upper Silesia shall 
be allowed to vote in the plebiscite to 
be taken the latter part of December to 
determine whether the district shall 
remain German or go to Poland. 

Great Britain has already taken steps 
to inform Constantine and George

Several speakers on both sides dis- 
cussed the subject, notably Signor Cap- 
pa; a Catholic Deputy, who strongly 
protested against the’ occurrence and 
urged that the Government undergo ‘a 
thorough change in policy and take 
measures to have the laws respected by 
all. Signor Cappa was constantly inter- 
rupted by Socialist members, but was 
supported in ‘his attitude by all the 
other groups. in the Chamber.

The car had been 
left there in a garage for repairs by two 
men and the “‘ comely blonde ’"’ who was 
in the company of Peirce on Saturday 
night, when he was last seen alive, 

Detectives Mulgrew and Hanley im- 
mediately started for Wheeling, confi- 
dent of arresting the persons under sus- 
icion within twenty-four hours. The 

escription of the car, together with the 
license number, led to its positive idgn- 
tification as the one owned by Pei 

The car was stored in ghe Hureka Gar- 
age in Wheeling on Monday night. The 
suspicions of W. D. Plant, the owner of 
the garage, were aroused by the similar- 
ity of one of the men and.the woman 
occupying the car with their descrip- 
tions as published in Philadelphia news- 

apers. The licénse plate was bent dou- 

le to prevent a casual observer from 
reading the number. 

The driver, according to Plant, left 


.the car in the garage with instructions 


that a new battery be placed in it. He 
promised to call for it at 8 o’clock this 
morning.

He took 
them to his place of. business, where he 
also had his town apartment, which he 
‘had advertised for rent. 

There was a quarrel between Peirce 
who had been drinking heavily, and the 
other man which ended in blows, the 
police believe. . From bits of a revolver 
found near the body, they deduce that 
Peirce drew a pistol, which was smashed 
by the wrench In the hands of the other 
man. Then the wrench was swung on 
Peirce’s head. 

The theory of robbery is dismissed-Ly 
the police, who. believe that revenge 
was the sole. motive. -In a Saturday 
morning newspaper Peirce advertised 
his .apartment for rent. He had re- 
cently ha@ it furnished. This advertise- 
ment is said by the police to be an im- 
portant link.
